I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report;  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  I96O. 

Vital  Statistics: 


The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid  year  population  was  25,820 
ocmpared  with  25,750  in  1959. 

The  birth  rate  adjusted  for  comparative  purposes,  was  15.5  per  1,000 
population  compared  with  16.3  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  17.1. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  after  adjustment  was  11,1  compared  v/ith  11.2 
for  1959  and  11.5  for  England  and  Wales  (196O). 

The  infant  mortality  rate  fell  from  32.8  per  1,000  live  births  to  10.5 
which  is  less  than  half  the  national  rate. 

The  still  birth  rate  however,  showed  a further  increase  compared  with 
the  rate  for  the  Countiy  as  a whole,  being  30.6  per  1,000  live  and  still  births. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  19.7. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

Infectious  Diseases: 


With  the  exception  of  dysentery,  infectious  disease  was  less  prevalent 
than  in  1959*  New  oases  of  tuberculosis  were  also  fewer. 

The  dysentery  outbreak  referred  to  in  the  1959  Report  continued  during 
i960  when  485  oases  were  notified.  Effective  control  of  this  infection  was 
difficult  mainly  on  account  of  its  mild  symptoms  and  its  opportunities  for 
spread  among  the  child  population. 

Only  three  oases  required  adxnission  to  hospital. 

Housirtis:  and  General  Sanitation: 

Reference  to  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector's  figures  for  housing 
and  other  inspections  carried  out  and  the  defects  remedied  during  the  year 
will  give  some  idea  of  the  work  involved  in  maintaining  satisfactory  standards 
in  this  field. 

Further  progress  was  made  in  the  Council's  programme  of  Sl;mi  Clearance, 
10  individual  dwelling  houses  being  represented  in  addition  to  the  Pickett  Row 
Clearance  Area. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
for  their  continued  support  and  I am  indebted  to  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  his  co-operation  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report,

It  is  estimated  that  the  figure  of  276  represented  3.5  per  cent  of  the 
total  number  of  employees  in  the  area.  The  national  unemployment^ percentage 
at  the  same  date  was  1.6^. 

Compared  with  1959,  fewer  men  v/ere  out  of  work  in  196O  despite  redundancies 
at  the  local  colliery  in  the  early  months  of  the  year.  The  following  Table  shows 
the  average  numbers  registered  as  unemployed  in  the  two  years.

In  1960  the  unemployment  figures  ranged  from  387  (4.9^)  in  March  to  1 98 
(2.5^)  in  July. 

Of  the  213  men  out  of  work  at  the  end  of  the  year,  92  were  under  the  age 
of  forty  and  62  were  over  the  age  of  fifty-five.  Some  sixty  had  been  unemployed 
continuously  for  over  six  months  (40  of  them  for  over  twelve  months). 

In  Deal  300  men  are  registered  xander  the  Disabled  Persons  (Employment)  Acts. 
In  December  37  of  these  were  out  of  work. 

VITAL  STATISTICS

The  following  statistics  and  those  in  Tables  I and  II  are  compiled  from  the 
available  local  information, 

(All  rates  shown  for  i960  are  calculated  on  the  Registrar  General's  estimated 
mid-year  population  of  25,820). 

The  figures  for  the  births  and  deaths  which  follow  are  those  finalised  by 
correction  for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  while  the  population  figure  upon 
which  the  various  rates  are  bases  is  the  estimated  home  population  at  30th.  June, 
1960,  and  includes  members  of  the  Armed  Forces  stationed  in  the  area.  For  each 
Authority's  area  the  Registrar  General  issues  annual  Area  comparability  factors 
for  use  with  crude  birth  and  death  rates;  the  factors  contain  adjustments  for 
boundary  changes  and  make  allowance  for  the  v/ay  in  which  the  sex  and  age  dis- 
tribution of  the  local  population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  Yfales  as  a 
whole,  while  the  death  rate  factor  has  in  addition  been  adjusted  specifically 
to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area.

The  General  Manager  of  the  Md  Kent  Water  Company  has  informed  me  that  there 
were  no  major  developments  in  distribution  etc.,  in  the  area  of  the  Borough 
served  by  his  Coopany;  sterilisation  of  the  water  as  a routine  precautionary 
measure  continued. 

The  Borough  Water  Engineer  has  informed  me  that  the  two  60  kw  diesel  alter- 
nators, referred  to  in  my  report  for  1959,  were  installed  for  use  as  standby 
plant  to  ensure  continuity  of  the  abstraction  and  distribution  of  the  town's 
water  supply  in  the  event  of  a failure  of  the  national  grid  electricity. 

Routine  sampling  was  carried  out  in  respect  of  both  undertakings  at  source 
and  at  points  of  supply  and  highly  satisfactoiy  reports  continued  to  be  received. 

The  Public  Ifealth  Inspectors  took  and  subiaitted  for  bacteriological  exam- 
ination 13  samples  of  the  Deal  Undertaking  Water  and  12  of  the  Mid  Kent  supply, 
both  as  delivered  to  the  public.  With  the  exception  of  one  from  the  Deal  Under- 
taking, all  were  reported  to  be  highly  satisfactory.

FOOD  POISQNING- 

Two  notified  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  confirmed  during  the  year, 
and  eleven  additional  cases  were  otherwise  ascertained. 

The  first  of  the  notified  cases  related  to  a male  aged  43  years  in 
whose  case  the  agent  was  not  identified.  The  second  was  in  respect  of  a 
female  aged  60  years,  who  had  stayed  at  a convalescent  home  in  the  area. 
Investigations  brought  to  light  eleven  further  cases  having  in  common 
symptoms  of  diarrhoea  and  abdominal  pain.  Faeces  investigations  revealed 
that  two  inmates  and  one  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Home  were  excreting 
Clostridium  welchii,  nine  giving  negative  results.  The  illness  in  each  case 
was  of  mild  severity  and  had  a duration  of  approximately  24  hours;  the  probable 
origin  of  the  infection  could  not  be  traced,  but  the  fact  that  the  food  storage 
facilities  and  the  hand  washing  facilities  for  the  kitchen  staff  were  not 
entirely  adequate  at  the  time  of  the  outbreak  was  considered  a contributory- 
factor.

There  was  one  death  of  an  un-notified  case  of  Pulmonaiy  Tuberculosis 
during  196O. 


Of  the  forty-tvro" oases  whose  names  were  removed  from  the  Register, 
thirty  were  reported  as  having  recovered,  seven  removed  to  other  districts, 
three  died,  and  in  two  cases  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis 
Regulations,  1923,  (regarding  tuberculosis  persons  employed  in  the  milk 
trade)  or  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  regarding  the 
coL'^ulsory  removal  of  tuberculosis  patients  to  hospital.
